Sao Paulo Attack Planned. 

Da Cunha is understood to be 
planning an attack on the great 
seaport of Sao Paulo. His Rio 
Grande do Sul army, reinforced 
wtth conscripts between 21 and 35 
years old, is moving northward 
through Santa Catarina and intends 
to concentrate in the State of Pa- 
rana, which borders the State of 
Sau Paulo on the south. Then, it 
is said, with a railway line along 
its route, the army will move on 
the great coffee port. 

At the same time the revolution- 
aries are consolidating their gains 
in all the cities of Rio Grande do 
Sul. Juan Francisco Pereira, who 
commands one of the revolutionary 
brigades, has gone to Porto Alegre, 
which was taken by rebels last 
week, There he will confer with 
revolt leaders, among them Herco- 
lino Castro, a former naval Lieu- 
tenant in charge of insurgent 
troops there. Castro was dismissed 
from the navy after the failure of 
a revolt aboard the battleship Sao 
Paulo in 1924. He lived in Uruguay 
until the current movement began. 
‘Regular officers are said to be 
swinging to the revolutionists grad- 
ually. Some of those in tharge 
of the Seventh Cavalry were held 
prisoners for a time, but now have 
returned to their organization and 
will lead it in the northward drive. 

Officers of the Sixth Calalry, 
who were captured at Alegrete, 
were condueted over the Uruguay- 
an frontier, but jhe rank and file 
of the regiment/’joinc the revolu- 
tionary army.

British Expert scribes 
Crash to Rupture of Metal 
Frame, Indicating Trou- 


ble Before Ship Fell. |

BEAUVAIS, France, Oct. _6.— 
While investigations were under 
way today into the loss of 48 lives 
in the wrecking of the world’s 
largest dirigible airship, the British 


R-101, near here early yesterday, a 
warship was on its way to France 
to bear home to England the 
bodies of the victims. 

Despite the most searching ex- 
aminations by officials of Great 
Britain and France, it was an- 
nounced this evening that not a 
single body had been identified. 

Everything, even to the smallest 
trinkets found at the scene of the 
disaster, were enclosed with the 
charred bodies in coffins and pre- 
pared for removal to Boulogne, 
where at 11 o’clock tomorrow 
morning they will be embarked 
for London. 

French and _ British officials 
worked in closest co-operation in 
their efforts to solve the puzzle of 
how the R-101 met its fate in the 
darkness as it sailed over France, 
50 miles north of Paris. 

Afire Before Crash. 

Engineer Church of the R-101 
this afternoon talked briefly de- 
spite his painful burns. He indi- 
cated that the airship was afire 
when it nosed into the ground. 

“It was only at the last minute,” 
he said, “that we finally saw the 
ship was doomed. I was on the 
bridge forward and observed then 
that the ship, forced adrift by the 
wind and almost turned end for 
end, was pointing toward the earth. 

“TIT suddenly perceived that the 
craft was afire, and a violent ex- 
plosion which followed at once 
threw me to the ground.” 

Stowaway on Board. 

The presence of one stowaway 
and the possibility of two aboard

Whether this would change 
dead and those aboard the craft 
was left to further official an- 
nouncements. Previous figures 
had placed the victims at 48, one 
of them possibly a woman, and the 
whole number of persons aboard 
the R-101 at 54. This announce- 
ment disagreed with reports of sur- 
vivars who insisted there were 568 
persons aboard of whom only eight 
were saved, one of the rescued dy- 
ing at dawn today. Police said 47 
bodies had been taken out of the 
ruins of the ship, to which list was 
added the name of W. G. Radcliffe, 
a rigger. 

Delving into the twisted wreck- 
age, the investigators this after- 
noon found a woman's shoe. . This 
gave rise to the belief that a wom- 
an stowaway was aboard. The 
finding of the shoe was followed 
by the admission by the British Afr 
Commander that the owner of the 
shoe may have been one of two 
stowaways aboatl the dirigible. 

Possible Mistake in Count. 

Holt, who was cescribed as - 
recting the British investigation 
into the disaster, said the British 
Air Ministry may. have made a mi<c- 
take in the count of the persons 
aboard. He decliicd to make any 
further statement concerning the 
catastrophe, but added that after a 
meeting of experts a statement 
might be issued tonight. 

When Holt was asked whether he 
would say it was possible a woman 
may have been a stowaway, he re- 
fused to answer, adding that the 
British Air Ministry and not him-} 
self must give out any statement 
concerning the causes of the disas- 
ter. 

Subsequently he put in a tele- 
phone call to the Air Ministry and 
apparently awaited instructions 
whether to communicate anything 
further to the press. 

The cause of the disaster was a 
particular point of inquiry. The 
big ship, flying low, had dug its 
nose deeply into a hillside. What 
caused it to fly low and by what 
force it was driven down against 
the slope were matters to be deter- 
mined. 

Survivors, including the pilot at 
the moment of the disaster, H. J. 
Leach, said a terrific storm was 
raging, with high winds. Leach said 
the dirigible would not rise, al- 
though he gave it more gas. If

ENGINEERS OF R-101 SAVED 
BY BURSTING OF WATER TANK 


Torrent Cut Way Through Body of Craft.and 
They Dropped to Ground and Rolled — 
Away From Flames.

BEAUVAIS, France, Oct. 6. 
I have talked with several surviv- 
ors from whom the officials in- 


vestigating the R-101 disaster hope 
to learn the reasons for the crash; 
but the chances of the definite 
cause being established seem slim. 

Two important statements § are 
those of J. H. Binks, engineer on 
duty in the after-power station at 
the time of the catastrophe, and by 
H. J. Leach, engineer of the Royal 
Airship Works, who was in the con- 
trol cabin. 

Binks and Engineer A. FE. Bell. 
whom he was relieving, were saved 
by a water tank bursting over their 
heads and cutting a way to safety 
through a wall of fire. Leach 
owes his life to his strength, which | 
enabled him to bend a girder that 
pinned him to earth and then to 
vcramble under others to *scape 
the flames. Binks, whose only in- 
jury was the singeing of his hair, 
said: 

“I had just come down into the 
after power station to relieve Bell, 
wher he told me we were making 
heavy weather through thick rain 
and a high wind> As he was 
speaking’ we both noticed that the 
ship went over at a surprising an- 


“We crouched in the cabin away 
from the heat and flames. Thén 
seeing the water cutting a way for 
us through the body of the ship 
we dropped down and found that 
our part of the ship was some feet 
above the ground. So all we had 
to do was roll over and over in the 
wet grass with wet handkerchiefs 
over our faces to get away from 
the flames. 

“Bell thought first of helping 
others, but we saw that there was 
no chance for this, as the ship by 
this time was a mass of flame ii 
which they were imprisoned,” 

Binks and Bell tried to. visualize 
what had happened, but they knew 
from what they heard afterward 
that the ship had been maneuver- 
ing strangely as it passed over 
Beauvais. The: thought it was only 
being buffeted by a heavy wind, 
but advanced the surmise that it

PLANE CRASH 
‘AT DRESDEN

BERLIN, Oct. 6.—Eight persons 
were killed when a Lufthansa 
passenger plane bound from Berlin 
for Vienna crashed on the moor- 
lands near Dresden today. The 
plane carried a pilot, a mechanic 
and six passengers. 

The plane was scheduled to land 
at Dresden at 9:50 a. m., Dut fell 
shortly before. The Lufthansa 
said the crash occurred just as 
the machine was preparing to make 


a gliding descent to the landing 
field. 

The cause of the accident was 
not ascertained immediately. The 
weather was perfect for flying. 
There were no clouds below 2000 
feet and there was visibility for six 
miles. 

Seven of the eight ocgupants 
died instantly atid the eighth as 
he was being taken to a hospital. 

Two women perished. Their 
names were given as Fraulein 
Bluemel and Frau Graefe. Namer 
of the other four dead passengers 
are Blackwell, Foeldes, Knittel and 
Kuehnelt. The pilot was’ Erich 
Pust, with long service with the 
Lufthansa, Max Lange was the 
mechanic. 

The passenger, P. W. Blackwell, 
was a British business man of 
Shanghai, traveling from Hamburg 
to Prague. All others aboard were 
Germans or Austrians. Frau 
Graefe was the wife of the Luf- 
thansa representative at Sofia. 

The airplane was powered with 
one motor. Its capacity was 11 
passengers and a crew of two men. 
It had been in service just two 
weeks. Other planes of the same 
type are used mainly as freight 
carriers.

ibles perished. 

Among the dead was Major G. 
H, Scott, who commanded both the 
Kt-101 and the R-100. He was an 
old war-time ptlot of dirigibles, and 
flaw the first British rigid nirahip, 
the old K-9. Toward the end of 
19318 he waa given éommand of the 
K-34, then Britain's crack airship, 
and tho following year he com- 
manded it on a successful flight to 
the United States and back—the

Major Scott was the inventor of 
the Air Ministry system of mooring 
Airships to towers.

“We have demonstrated clearly 
that an airship can be navigated 
through worse fYrainstorms, It 
would be foolish therefore to gen- 
eralize on the R-101 disaster as 
proving that airships are unman- 
ageable in such weather.

By the Associated Press, , 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. €.—At- 
tempting to unravel the mysterious 
killing of Oldom I. Jeffries and 
Jess Trowbridge, who were shot to 
death, in an automobile here early 
yesterday, police said today new 
evidence tended to show that Erle 


V. Varble, held in connection with 
another shooting, Lad’ no part in 
the double killing. 

A Negro, who told police he had 
witnessed the killing, said the assas- 
sin's motor car was of a different 
type from the car in which Varble 
and Miss Lillian Rice, a cigar store 
clerk, were riding after Varble shot 
and seriously wounded Floyd fF. 
Thompson, an insurance salesman, 
at Miss Rice's apartment a few 
hours earlier, in another section of 
the city. 

In a statement to police after 
her arrest, Miss Rice implicated 
Varble in*the double murder cir- 
cumstantially. Police said she was 
intoxicated at the time and today 
repudiated her statement, declaring 
Varble had no part in the fatal 
shooting of Jeffries, 28-yéar-old 
mechanic, who formerly lived In Ot- 
tawa, Kan., and Trowbridge. 

Says Shooting Was Accidental. 

Varble told police he shot 
Thompson accidentally during a 
quarrel after they met at the young 
woman's apartment, and that he 
and Miss Rice then went to a road- 
house south of the city, where they 
drank liquor. 

A few hours later they were pur- 
sued by police and overtaken when 
their car crashed into a telephone 
pole. Police said Varble attempted 
to dispose of a revolver from which 
several shots had been fired. Var- 
ble and Miss Rice were questioned 
and then held pending investigation 
of both shootings. 

Except for the Negro’s statement, 
police had no clews to the double 
killing. 

Before he died, Trowbridge said a 
man and a woman were in the mo- 
tor car from which the shots were 
fired. 

Attacked Man in Apartment.

Prof. Carl H. Becker, who until. 
last January was Minister of Edu- 


many, is in St. Louis today and will 


elety tonight, at a dinner at Hotel 
Jefferson. | 
Dr. Becker, who is professor of 
Oriental history in the University of 
Berlin, is visiting American uni- 
versities, having seen the three 
rrincipal institutions of California 
and the University of Washington 
before coming here. He visited 
Washington University today and 
will go tonight to Chicago, doe 
he will deliver severa: lectures at 
the University of Chicago. 

Baseball was not included tn the 
sports regime which Dr. Becker 
prescribed for the graduate and 


Prussia. A week-end stay in St. 
Louis has failed to make him a 
fan, and he had plans for this aft- 
ernoon which did not include the 
world’s series game. 
hi sson, Walter Becker, last year a 
¢.aduate student at Chicago Uni- 
versity, spoke with interest of foot- 
ball practice at the University of 
California, which they saw a few 
days ago. 

“The sports which we have in- 
troduced in the German university 
curriculum are what we call light 
athletics, and what you would call 
track work,” he said. ‘There was 
much controversy with the advo- 
cates of turnen, the turner train- 
ing familiar in this country. We 
adopted some features of turnen, 
and other new exercises. 

“We made it a requirement for 
teachers in higher  schools,’’ Dr. 
Becker said, ‘that they should put 
in at least two terms of athletics. 
The same requirement is made of 
medical and technology students, 
but not thus far of the law stu- 
dents. We have made limited use 
of foothall, what you. would. call 
soccer, but we have no big games 
and no big-money crowds, like 
those of the university games in 
this country. I do not think those 
will develop soon. Our university 
students, it is to be remembered, 
are graduate students, our high 
schools giving about the equivalent 
of a college course. 

“Music was formerly, like phy- 
sical development, a matter for 
private instruction. We have 
made it part of the regular school 
work, not only vocal and instru- 
mental music, but theory. 

“The Department of Education, 
under the German constitutional 
system, controls the publicly owned 
opera houses and theaters, not the 
private places of amusement. It 
also handles the‘relations between 
the state and the church, and a 
very important part of the read- 
justment was the establishing of 
new relations with both the former 
state. church, which js Protestant, 
and with the Catholic Church. : 
“In the case of the Catholic 
Church, we had the Papacy to deal 
with. The republic, by tts Consti- 
tution, seemed to renounce any 
right to dictate to the church; 
nevertheless, it was of great im- 
portance to have the right kind of 
bishops in some dioceses, especial- 
ly those of the frontier. We had} 
to get back by negotiation gome of 
the things that our Constitution 
had renounced. It was a compli- 
cated matter, but the state now 
has a certain recognized influence 
in selection of bishops.” 

In his official. position, Dr. 


made in German school textbooks 
after the war, eliminating the se- 
lections which taught: support. of 
the monarchy, and substituting 
loyalty to the Reich and its Re- 
publican government. 

Dr. Becker left his state position 
for political reasons, he said. His 
comment on recent evénts in Ger- 
many was that the Hitler demon- 
stration, and the growing strength 
of radical elements, both Fascist 
and Communist, had shown the 
world the difficulties;in which the 
German Government is placed by 
the Treaty of Versailles, both as to 
reparations and the national boun- 
daries. “The responsible Govern- 
ment of Germany will try loyally 
to fulfil its treaties,” he said, “but 
the world is coming to see that the 
German Government may need 
help, if it is not te be broken down 
by the. attacks from two sides.” | 
Some of Dr. Becker’s ‘addresses 
in this country are on his educa- 
tional specialty, Oriental ‘ history, 
and on the present status of the 
Mohammedan world. His view is 
that Mohammedanism, like Chris- 
tlanity, is passing through a criti- 
cal period of modernization, but he} 
thinks that it, as well as Christian- 
ity, will survive.

Judes ‘Calhoun Calls for Inveés- 
tigation of Alleged Violation 
of Anti-Trust Laws. sf 
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In his thstructions to the Octo-. 
ber grand jury, which was pworn, 
in today, Circuit Judge Calhoun 4i- 
rected that a. diligent inquiry be 
made into allegéd violations of the 
State antitrust laws, opening the 
way for a grand jury investigation 
of activities of the Electrical Em- 
ployers’ Association and three af 
fillated organizations. 

The four organizations, which 
have been cited in quo warranto 
proceedings now pending in the 
State Supreme Court, were not 
named in the instructions, but it 
was announced recently by Circuit 
Attorney Miller that they would be 
investigated. At the request of the 
Circuit Attorney, Gov. Caulfield last 
week directed Attorney-General 
Shartel to assign two assistants to 
aid in the investigation. John B. 
Edwards and Richmond Coburn, 
who had served as special Assistant 
Attorneys-General in the prelimi- 
nary hearing of the quo warranto 
proceedings last spring, were ap- 
pointed as regular assistants on 
the Attorney-General’s staff and 
wil]l assist in bringing evidence of 
the alleged antitrust violations be- 
fore the grand jury. 

Judge Calhoun directed the at- 
tention of the grand‘ jury to the 
State antitrust statutes and called 
for an inquiry “into pools, trusis 
and unlawful combinations in re- 
straint of trade.”

Federation of Labor opened its 
convention today. Pp. Harry Jen- 
nings, chairman of the Boston Cen- 
tral Labor Union, was the open- 
jing speaker, following William 
Cardinal O’Connell, who delivered 
the invocation. 

President William R. Green of 
the federation, addressing the dele- 
gates, said: % 

“The institution of the five-day 
week should be immediately inau- 
gurated throughout industry. I 
wish that beginning now it might 
be the purpose of the officers of 
the federation to press upon in- 
dustry our uncompromising de- 
mand that the five-day week be 
immediately established.’’ 

He made references to the con- 
vention held here in 1889, con- 
trasting the problem that con- 
fronted the federation then and 
now.” 

The delegates today had before 
them the annual report of Presi- 
dent Green and the executive coun- 
cil, outiining the accomplishments 
of labor during the year and a pro- 
gra. for the future. 

This report dealt with the un- 
employment situation and business 
conditions. It said that despite 
conditions during the last war, in- 
vestigation indicated that experi- 
ences in 1921 and 1924 were worse 
for labor. 

The council found that “under 
our present business economy there 
have been frequent breakdowns 
due to failure to adjust production 
to markets and the inability of our 
credit system to meet such emer- 
gency.” 

Upon business management it 
placed the responsibility for such 
breakdowns. The field of distribu- 
tion was declared to be unorgan- 
ized with only the preliminary 
moves made to obtain information 
that would develop better manage- 
ment. 

The council, which comprises 11 
of the leading officers of the Fed- 
eration, held that “society has a 
definite responsibility for provid- 
ing service for those who need em- 
ployment.” It suggested as possi- 
ble remedies for the _ situation: 
Shortening of hours and work week 
lengths; encouragement of vaca- 
tions; old age pensions: control of 
the tendencies of machines to dis- 
place workers, arid better under- 
Btanding and more economic. in- 
formation.

The establishment of headquar- 
ters and the co-operation of or- 
ganized trades were suggested as 
essential to the continuation of the 
gains made in the campaign for 
unionization of the South. 

Other matters dealt with .by the 
report included the political objec- 
tives of unions: Immigration, ju- 
dicial action in industrial disputes, 
and the organization of other coun- 
tries.

Among the Missing. 


T LEAST three personages on 
the honor roll of baseball 
were “among the missing” at the 
1930 world series. Byron Ban- 
croft Johnson, founder and for 
many years president of the 


American League, who has not 
attended a world series since he 
was deposed: Garry Herrmann, 
for 17 years chairman of the old 
governing body of baseball, the 
National Commission; and 
Charles Comiskey, pioneer, build- 
er and a tremendous factor in the 
development of the game, were 
the big three who failed to an- 
swer the roll call. 


Comiskey is too ill or too fee- 
ble to leave his home—and has 
been for many months, although 
he still directs the acts of his club 
officials by telephone, much to 
their discomfiture at times, it is 
hinted. In fact, there is a quiet 
feeling in league cirgles that it 
would be a good thing if Comis- 
key would accept the offer of 
more than $2,000,000 which, it is 
said George Getz has repeatedly 
made to Commy. — 

Garry Herrmann, practically 
“broke,” except for a salary as 
president emeritus of the Cincin- 
nati Reds, is also too ill to be 
present. And Ban Johnson still 
grieves over the wrongs, real or 
imaginary, that he suffered at 
the hands of the present league 
powers.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.— Equipoise, 
H. P. Whitney’s good 2-year-old, 
is in line to climb over the im- 
mortal Domino as the biggest 
money-winning juvenile of all 
time, Fred Hopkins, his capable 
and youthful trainer, has set his 
eyes on two goals—tje one to sur- 
pass Jamestown, thé present lead- 
er, with $151,925, and then to go 
after the high mark of $170,890 
set by Domino, which was unbeat- 
en in nine starts, far back in 1893. 

With Jamestown in retirement 
since his spectacular victory in the 
Futurity at Belmont Park, Equi- 


poise, beaten a head for that king- 
ly prize of $99,600, is carrying on. 
That short head, just eight or 10 
inches, cost him a place in the 
golden circle, and a money-win- 
ning record of great magnitude. He 
still has a chance for the record. 
His defeat in the Junior Handicap 
Saturday ca e thrown out, as he 
conceded Twenty Grand 11 pounds. 

This rugged son of Pennant- 
Swinging, which, like Gallant Fox, 
seems to thrive on racing, did 
climb to the silver circle by win- 
ning the Eastern Shore Handigap 
and $26,900 a few days ago aver 
the Havre de, Grace track in ry- 
land. This purse carried his {otal 
earnings to $102,475. 

To Start in Jockey Club Stakes. 

Hopkins now is pointing him for 
the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes 
over one mile at Louisville on Oct. 
16, with a gross value of $35,000, 
and for the Pimlico Futurity of 
$60,000 over one mile and a six- 
teenth in November. 

These stakes will have a net 
value of around $82,000. When 
Desert Light won the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes last season his 
share of the spoils was $26,865 
while Flying Heels carried off $55,- 
810 by beating Spinach a head in 
the Pimlico Futurity of 1929. If 
per chance Equipoise goes along to 
win both the spoils, added to his 
present earnings, would carry him 
well over Jamestown and over 
Domino, too, to make him the big- 
gest money winning 2-year-old in 
the history of the American turf 
and so far a8 known of the world 
with a total close to $190,000. 

It looked for a time as if H. P: 
Whitney would carry out his policy 
of a year ago and retire Equipoise, 
after the futurity, to the end that 


he might be the better. for the 
classic 3-year-old stakes of 1931 
and particularly the Belmont 


Stakes, which he has not won since 
Johren scored in 1918. He finally 
decided, however, to let his good 
colt go along to fill his various 
engagements. 


1929 Whitney Juveniles Failed, 


Mr. Whitney may have been 
moved to this decision by the fail- 
ure of Wichone and Boojum to 
profit by their early retirement in 
1929 just after they ran first and 
fourth respectively in the futurity. 
Boojum never got to the races this 
season while Whichone = suffered- 
from ailments which hampered 
him in his most important races. 
He did win the Withers, Saranac, 
Miller and Whitney Memorial for a 
total of $57,370 but was beaten 
twice by Gallant Fox.

ITTLE things sometimes

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TEXT OF PRESIDENT HOOVER’S 


ADDRESS TO CONVENTION 


OF FEDERATION OF LABOR 


Employers and Workmen, He Asserts, Have 


Contributed to Taking Up Slack 
of Unemployment. 


BOSTON, Oct. 6—Following is 
the text pf President Hoover's ad- 
dress toby before the convention 
of the “American Federation of 
Labor: 

“Members of the American. 

Federation of Labor: 

» “In his invifation that I should 


address you on this occasion, 
President Green spoke in terms 
of high praise of the benefits to 
labor from the nation-wide co- 
operation initiated at the White 
House last November for mitiga- 
tion of the effects of the present 
depression. . 

“At those White House confer- 
ences the leaders of business and 
industry undertook to do their 
outmost to maintain the raté of 
wages. They also undertook in 
case of shortened employment to 
distribute work as evenly as pos- 
sible over their regular body of 
employes. The leaders of labor~ 

undertook to urge effort in pro- 
duction and to prevent conflict 
and dispute. The public officials 
and the managers of industry 
and utilities undertook to ex- 
pand construction work to miti- 
gate unemployment. 

“We have now had nearly a 
year in which to observe’ the 
working of these arrangements. 
These, the first undertakings of 
this character in our history, 
have been carried out in aston- 
ishing degree. There are, of 
course, exceptions, but in the 
large sense our great mantfac- 
turing companies, the railways, 
utilities, and business houses 
have been'abie to maintain the 
established wages. Employers 
have spread their employment 
systematically. For the first time 
in more than a century of these 
recurring depressions, we have 
been practically free of bitter in- 
dustrial conflict. 

The fine co-operation in the 
providing organized emergency 
employment through Federal, 
State and municipal public 
works and utility construc- 
tion has been an important con- 
tribution in taking up the slack 
of unemployment. The measure 
of success is easily demonstrated. 
The Department of Commerce re- 
ports to me that public works 
and the construction work by the 
railways and utilities in the last 
eight months amount to about 
$4,500,000,000, as compared with 
about $4,000,000,000 in the same 
period of the boom year of 1929, 
Or an increase of about $500,000,- 
000. In all previous depressions 
these works decreased, so that the 
gain is more than even the ap- 
parent figures. 

Nation-Wide Team Play. 


“We have thus had nation-wide 
co-operation and team play 
which has greatly ameliorated the 
hardship of this depression. These 
measures have served as a prac- 
tical system of unemployment in- 
surance. There are some unex- 
pected by-products. Through dis- 
tribution of employment, large 
numbers of workers have been 
saved from being forced into 
competition for new jobs; the 
sense of security that the job is 
theirs by part-time employment 
has contributed to relieve much 
of the fear, despondency and dis- 
couragement that come to men 
and women in search for new 
jobs in hard times. 

“IT would indeed be remiss if I 
did not express an appreciation, 
in which I know you share, to 
the thousands of men in leader- 
ship of business and labor who 
have served in bringing about 
these results. In the face of de- 
creasing prices it has required 
great courage, resolution and de- 
votion to the interest of their em- 
ployes and the public on the part 
of our great manufacturers, our 
railways, utilities, business houses 
and public officials. 

“The leaders of labor have 
likewise contributed their part. 
Our freedom from strike and 
lockout is well evidenced by the 
statement of the Department of 
Labor that in the last depression 
there were more than 2000 la- 
bor disputes, many of them of 
majoir character and accom- 
panied by great public disorder, 
as compared with less than 300 
disputes in this period, and these 
mostly of minor character. And 
the great body of labor itself de- 
serves much praise, for never 
was its individual efficiency 
higher than today. 

“The undertakings made at 
that time represent a growing 
sense of mutual responsibility 
and a willingness to bend private 
interests to the general good. 

“We still have a burden of 
unemployment, Although it is 
far less than one-half in propor- 
tion to our workers than in eith- 
er England or Germany, no one 
can contemplate its effect in 
hardship and  discouragemen 
without new resolves to con- 
tinued exertion and to further 
effort in ‘solution of our greatest 
economic problem-—stability in 
employment. 

An Amcrican Base of Wage. 

“Your chairman has spoken of 


é chins and methods; 


my interest In the development 
of an American basis of wage. 
But the'directors of industry and 
your leaders have made. great 
progress toward a new and com- 
mon ground in economic concep- 
tions, which, I am confident, has 
had a profound effect upon our 
economic progress during the 
last few years. That is the con- 
ception that industry must be 
constantly renovated by scientific 
research and invention; that la- 
bor welcomes these labor-saving 
devices; that labor gives its full 
and unrestricted effort to reduce 
costs by the use of ‘these ma- 
that the 
savings from these reduced costs 
shall be shared between labor, 
employer, and the consumer. It 
is a philosophy of mutual inter- 
est. It is a practice of co-opera- 
tion for an advantage that is not 
only mutual but universal. La- 
bor gains either through increase 
of wage or reduction of cost of 
living or shortened hours. Em- 
ployers gain through  enlanged 
consumption, and a wider spread 
distribution of their products, 
and more stable business. Con- 
sumers gain through lower cost 
of what they buy.; Indeed, mass 
production must be accompanied 
by mass consumption through in- 
creased Standards of living. 


“A conception “of this sort 
does not at once find universal 
application. We ought not for- 
get that it is something new in 
the’ world’s economic life. And 
there are, of course, those who 
do not yet believe. It is as far 
apart as the two poles from the 
teachings of the economists of 


100 years ago, who took it for * 


granted that the well-being of 
the worker could be purchased 
only at the expense of the well- 
being of the employer or some 
other group in the community, 
and further that wages could 
never rise above subsistence or 
the number of workers would so 
increase gs to pull the weaker 
back into the cesspool of poverty. 

“If we survey the nation 
broadly, we shall find that the 
diffusion of ‘cost economies be- 
tween wages, profits and prices 
has worked out fairly well. In 
fact, due to competition and the 
necessity to average profits over 
the losses of lean years, industry 
in the national sense is probably 
today getting the least of the 
three. 


On the Right Track. 


“From the acceptance of this 
basis of industrial relations, I 
believe America is making more 
progress toward security, better 
living and more hours of leisure 
than those countries which are 
seeking to continue old concep- 
tions of the wage and to patch 
up the old system with doles of 
various kinds which limit the in- 
dependence of men. Any com- 
parison of the situation of our 
labor with the labor of those 
other countries, whether in times 
of high prosperity or today in 
times of temporary depression, 
should carry conviction that we 
are on the right track. 

“No system is or can be free 
of difficulties or problems. ‘The 
rapidity of our inventions and 
discoveries has intensified many 
problems in adjusting what we 
nowadays call technological un- 
employment. I am co-operating 
with: President Green and repre- 
sentatives of employers’ associa- 
tions in an exhaustive inquiry 
into its various phases. If we 
stretch our vision over the last 
10 years, we shal) find much to 
convince us that the problem is 
not at all insurmountable in the 
long run. It is estimated by some 
of our statisticians that in this 
period more than 2,000,000 
Workers have been displaced 
from older industry due to labor- 
saving “devices. Some way, 
somehow, most of these were re- 
established in new industry and 
new services, Nor is there any 
reason to believe that we can- 
not revolve our economic system 
in such fashion that further new 
discoveries and ‘inventions will 
further increase our standard of 
living and thereby continue to 
absorb men who are displaced in 
the older industries. Neverthe- 
less, there is a period of re- 
adjustment in each case of new 
discovery, and industry has need 
of a larger understanding of the 
facts. 


“It is this process of readjust- 
ment that partly causes our pres- 
ent difficult&®s in the bitumimous 
industry. In that industry the 
encroachments of electrical pow- 
er, Of natural gas, of improve- 
ments in consumption, have op- 
erated to slow down the annual 
demand from its high peak, leay- 


"ing a most excessive production 


capacity. At the same time, the 
introduction of labor-saving de- 
vices has decreased the demand 
for mine labor. In addition to its

SUPREME COURT 
GOES INTO SESSION 


Has Before It 350 Cases, | 


Accumulated During 
Summer Recess—Orders 
to Be Announced Next 
Week. 


By the Aszociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6. — The 
Supreme Court began a new term 
today with all members present 
and the old Senate chamber, in 
which it is still quartered pending 
construction of a new building, 
crowded. 

As it disposed of all cases await- 
ing decision before adjournment 
last spring, there were no opin- 
ions to be handed down today. 

There were, however, motions 
for admission to the bar, advance- 
ment of hearings on a number of 
cases and. presentation of many 
petitions for reviews of lower court 
decisions, 

The members of the Court will 
devote the next two weeks to pri- 
vate conferences, in the course of 
which the 350 cases accumulated 
during the summer recess will be 
divided into two classes—i ‘rose to 
be reviewed on their merits ans 
those which must be dismissed for 
lack of jurisdiction. 

The court will meet again. a 
week from today and announce a 
number of orders. Another week's 
adjournment will follow and then 
oral arguments will begin. 

On the eve of convening, Chief 
Justice Hughes made public rec- 
ommendations of the senior Circuit 
Judges that five new District 
Judges be apointed to help stem 
the mounting tide of criminal and 
civil cases with which fhe courts 
are finding it impossiblb to keep 
abreast. 

| District Court Lagging. 

Besides the five new Judges who 
would serve in Southern New 
York, Eastern New York, North- 
ern Georgia, Eastern Michigan 
and West Virginia, the Circuit 
Judges recommended making per- 
manent 16 temporary = district 
judgeships and one circuit judge- 
ship. Congress provided these in 
1922 but limited them to the life- 
time of the appointees. 

Two are in Massachusetts, two 
in Southern New York, one each in 
Eastern New York, Western Penn- 
sylvania, Eastern Michigan, West- 
ern Missouri, Southern New Jersey, 
Northern Texas, Northern Ohio, 
Eostern Missouri, Southern Califor- 
nia, Arizona, Southern Iowa and 
Minnesota, The circuit judgeship is 
in the district embracing Califor- 
nia and adjacent Western States.

early official stand by the Depart- 


ment of Justice on general claims 
by Ralph 8S. Kelley that Interior 
Department officials have mishan- 
dled Colorado oil shale lands, ap- 
peared probable today, despite si- 
lence by Kelley concerning all de- 
tails of his charges. 

Assistant Attorney-General Seth 
W. Richardson, who is directing 
Federal investigation into the 
charges of the former Denver Land 
Office chief, has indicated some 
form of conclusion may be reached 
this week. 

In the absence ef specific 
= charges, Richardson has been con- 
ducting a survey of all oil shale 
cases during.recent years. He said 
he would trace through the Intec- 
rior Department any case that ap- 
peared questionable. 

Kelley chose a newspaper as the 
medium of making public his spe- 
cific charges, declining an invita- 
tion from the Justice Department 
to lay his objections before it. The 
former Denver Land Office official 
submitted his resignation to Secre- 
tary Wilbur last Sunday, at the 
same time claiming the Interior 
Secretary had made concessions to 
oil applicants in the Colorado shale 
lands, and that oil interests were 
attempting to obtain lands illegal- 
ly. Wilbur suspended Kelley and 
asked for an investigation. 

Possibility of another inquiry into 
the charges has been made. known 
by Senator Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, who is chairman of the Lands 
and Campaign Funds Committees 
of the Senate. He said he would 
shortly investigate senatorial cam- 
paign expenditures in Colorado, 
seeking possible contributions by 
these same oil companies, Nye con-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
UR State Highway Department engi- 
neers have taken up the policy of 

saving trees along the highways in a 

half-hearted, careless and reckless way. 

Along Manchester road east of Denny 

road, where widening is now in progress, 

7 hundreds of trees, large and small, have 

) been needlessly cut and quickly carted 

away by the comtractors. Only here and 

there can a prostrate trunk be seen as 
mute evidence of what happened to the 
monarchs of vegetation which withstood 
the attack of the elements for decades. 

Practically all trees where a fill is 
placed must have a proper “well” built 
around them or they will soon die. This 
well keeps the ground away from the 
trunk and allows it to breathe as it did 
before the fill. A properly constructed well 
is so built that drainage and seepage 
water cannot penetrate into the well and 
fill the air space with mud. The better 
practice is to leave 18 to 24 inches of 
space bet*veen the well wall and the tree 
trunk to provide for future growth and 
cleaning out of rubbish. Along the 
above road one can see hundreds of care- 
lessly built wells, the walls of which are 
large rocks and lumps of concrete care- 
lessly laid on each other without mortar 
to fill the intervening spaces. They are 
laid within eight inches of the tree 
trunk. Although the grading has not 
been entirely completed and there has 
been wery little ruin, many of these wells 
are already filled to a point where the 
tree will die. Probably 99 per cent of 
the trees so welled will be dead in a few 
years. 

The taxpayers are paying for useless 
‘3 wells because of the ignorance or indif- 
; ) ference of the highway engineers. It is 
time for the lovers of trees to protest 
: azvainst this ruthless destruction.

as a “mere problem of academic economics,” so he 
told the American Bankers’ Association at Cleveland. 

The principal cause of this great human problem of 
depression he finds in the unfortutiate overproduction 


silver. Most of this overproduction, he says, takes 
place in other countries. (He fails to mention our 
own surplus of textiles, wheat and coal.) Foreign 
overproduction reduces foreign purchasing power and 
makes it impossible for the foreigner to buy our 
goods. In this way it visits depression upon us. 
One who approached the problem from a less “hu- 
man” and a more “academic” point of view might 
inquire what Mr. Hoover means when he speaks. of 
“overproduction.” Does he mean that the world 
has. produced more goods than its people can con- 
ceivably consume?’ Mr. Hoover admits tiat his goal 
of the “abolition of poverty” is yet to be attained, 
Certainly, then, overproduction must mean merely 
that more goods have been produced than can be 
sold at the prevailing level of prices. There is not 
enough purchasing power to buy them unless prices 
are cut. Why not? For one reason, the supply of 
gold, on which our currency is based, cannot be in- 
creased as rapidly as trade increases; but this fact 
Mr. Hoover dismisses from. consideration. 
For another, society’s income is being used too 
largely to build new machines. Not enough of it goes 
to those who would spend it to purchase the goods | 
produced by the machines.

It does not occur to him that business 
pessimism has rested on anything more substantial 
than hitman perversity. Industry is to be resuscitat- 
ed by pep talks. 
- Indeed, Mr. Hoover tells us that we have a self- 
contained economic system and can revive our busi- 
ness without regard to the economic condition of the 
rest of the world. Other nations inflicted depression 
upon us; but business recovery is to be a domestic, 
self-generating affair in 1930, as it was in 1922. Our 
recovery in 1922, it is true, received its impetus 
largely from domestic sources. Building construction, 
automobile manufacture and installment selling 
played their part. 
Can they repeat in 1930? Today we find ourselves 
largely overbuilt. The automobile market approaches 
saturation. The consumer has merchandise on which 
he is still making payments. A further vital factor 
in the recovery of 1922 was the manufacture of goods 
whieh were sent to Europe as a loan. By enacting 
the Grundy-Hoover tariff we have refused to receive 
interest or principal from that loan and have pre- 
vented the further sale of our goods abroad on credit. 
It is true, as Mr. Hoover says, that 90 per cent of our 
trade is domestic while only 10 per cent is foreign; 
but that 10 per cent determines the prosperity of 
entire industries, such as wheat, atlittomobiles and the 
like, upon whose continued operation the fate of 
American business depends. It is to such exporting 
industries that our new tariff law has dealt a body 
blow. 
Business crises, says Mr. Hoover, are not inevita- 
ble. We have conquered typhoid and smallpox by 
science. By science we will conquér the business 
cycle. But the science of economics he scornfully 
rejects as “academic,” preferring to approach the 
problem as a “human” one. Two of the remedies sug- 
gested by economic science, however, he has em-

Perhaps this part of the program is “human” as well 
as “academic.” 

The other proposals of economic science he has re- 
jected. Economics would have to show him that -rapid 
and decisive advances in rediscount rates could have 
been made to prevent a large part of the speculative 
inflation of security prices. But the human solution 
was to increase rates tardily and reluctantly and let 
the market soar. Scores of social scientists fought 
for the passage of the Wagner bills, which would 
have decreased unemployment by creating a system of 
free public employment offices. Perhaps it was hu- 
man, rather than inhuman, to allow that bill to die 
in the House. More than 1200 economists appealed 
to the President to veto the Grundy tariff bill. They 
were “academic” and he, alas, was all tgo “human.” 
The “human” approach to smallpox and typhoid was 
that of scourging the victim to drive out the devils 
which infested him. The academic approach has

The results of previous interventions, in Cuba and 
elsewhere, have seldom been happy.

Scandals in New York City judiciary and departments show Tammany regime is 
most corrupt in years; yet observers think it will win city election again in 1931;

EEK by week, and almost day by day, 
W saaitionai scandals are unearthed in 

the government of New York City. 
The list of men occupying important posts 
who have been charged with, or in some 
cases convicted of, wrong-doing, is now too 
extensive even to be set down in these 
pages. For thé past month or two the rev- 
elations have mainly dealt with the City 
Magistrates, but there is no reason to be- 
lieve that the judiciary is much more: cor- 
rupt than other branches of the municipal 
administration. Since Mayor Walker took 
office grave scandals have also been uri- 
earthed in half a dozen other departments. 
Indeed, the most significant aspect of the 
whole Matter is that wherever the search- 
light is turned, corruption is found. 

It goes without saying that the leaders 
of the Democratic party, which controls 
New York City through Tammany Hall, 
have shown singularly little interest either 
in finding out what is wrong or in remedy- 
ing it. It may be taken for granted that 
Tammany’s administration of New York 
is now the most inefficient and corrupt in 
many years. While it is true that the graft- 
ers are not so brazen as they were in the 
days of Croker and Tweed, it is also true 
that the amounts of money involved are 
enormously larger than ever in the past. 

Bootlegging is, of course, an enor- 
mous source of illicit revenue to politicians 
and their friends, but the most important 
connection is with big business. The man 
with a $10,000,000 skyscraper to build, the 
steamship company. asking a long lease on 
municipal wharves, the rapid transit cor- 
poration seeking various favors, all give op- 
portunities for graft. 


* . * 

There is least a possibility that the 
scandals in New York City may turn the 
scale against the Democrats in the State 
election. When it comes to next year’s mu- 
nicipal campaign, however, well informed 
political observers are almost unanimous in 
Saying that as things are now going, the 
scandals will not be of sufficient importance 
to prevent another Tammany victory.. It is 
possible that the Tiger may decide to scrap 
happy-go-lucky Jimmy Walker and make 
the race with someone not associated with 
the present mess; but it is not even certain 
that Tammany will do this, and many ob- 
servers believe that Jimmy could be’ re- 
elected by a safe margin. 

There'is little to choose between the Re- 
publican and Democratic machines in New 
York City; if the Republicans have a bet- 
ter record, it is simply because they have 
not enjoyed the Democrats’ opportunity for 
looting. Everyone knows that the Repub- 
licans are today in a secret alliance with 
Tammany, bought and paid for by alloting. 
them @ modest share of the patronage, 

But even if this were not true, even if 
the Republicans stood for municipal hon- 
esty and offered a candidate who could be 
trusted to clean house, it still seems unlikely 
that he would win. For the plain fact of 
the matter is that the people of New York 
City find a sstisfaction in supporting Tam- 
many which is not destroyed by such ew- 
dence of dishonesty and inefficiency as has

| citizens of the metropolis are not much In- 
terested in municipal honesty. If they rez- 
lized how great is the cost to them of cor- 
ruption and incompetency, their attitude 
might be altered; but this cost is now con- 
‘cealed. It is reflected in higher tax rates, 
but since they do not know what the tax 
rate ought to be, and have never heard that 
it is far lower in honestly administered 
communities, the figures mean nothing. 
Most of them, moreover, pay hardly any 
direct tax at all; the burden which Tam- 
many lays on them comes in the form of 
higher rents, of an increased price for the 
necessities of life, of inadequate public 
health service, dirty streets that ought to 
be clean and the like. As long as subway 
fare remains five cents, they are content.

Behind these facts, however, there lie still 
deeper ones. New York is the world's great- 
est center of entrenched wealth. The notion 
that in America the poor do not envy the 
rich, because they expect some day to be 
rich themgelves, is fallacious, at least in the 
metropolis. The man who must keep a fam. 
ily on $2300 (the average income in New 
York), hates the inhabitants of Park ave- 
nue whose limousines cause him to leap 
for his life when he tries to cross the street. 
It is highly significant that Mayor Mitchel 
was defeated, when he sought re-election, 
chiefly on the ground that he was a per- 
sonal friend of the Vanderbilts, 

Tammany today profits by a generation 
of muckraking, by the nation-wide hatred 
of “Wall street,” by all the propaganda 
efforts of the Socialists. Its cohorts ignore 
the fact that leaders like Al Smith and 
Jimmy Walker are themselves millionaires; 
or rapidly moving toward that happy state; 
they forget that the district leader of today

At any rate, regardless of what 
proportion of rationalization may 
enter into the explanation of his 
own present freedom from unhap- 
piness, when the author gets well 
started on his thesis, he has a 
great deal to say that is undoubt- 
edly pertinent to every unhappy 
person’s case. Perhaps Socrates 
said it all in substance when he 
remarked, in effect, that since it 
is clear that unhappiness grows out 
of the frustration of desire, the 
wise man will examine his desires 
to the end that @e may limit them 
rather than attempt to. satisfy 
them all, It is not to be expected, 
however, that we ordinary folk 
should be able to expand the gen- 
eral Socratic statement; following 
it in its many implications 
throughout the obscurity of our 
own personalities; and that Russell 
has done for us here. Under “The | 
Causes of Unhappiness” he dis- 
cusses the competitive spirit, bore- 
dom and the craving for excite- 
ment, physical and'!mental fatigue, 
envy, the sense of sin, fear of pub- 
lic opinion, etc. The chapter on 
boredom seems especially valuable, 
and it ought to be read more than 
once by most of us. Under “The 
Causes of Happiness,’ emphasis is 
placed upon the need for develop- 
ing a habit of zest in any task un- 
dertaken, the cherishing of affec- 
tion, interést in the welfare of 
one’s family, the necessity for de- 
veloping impersonal interests, the 
satisfaction that may be found in 
honest effort for its own sake and 
the beneficial influence of a habit 
of resignation to results after the 
honest effort has been made. 

At various points in his discus- 
sion, the author indicates’ that 
profound influences in the modern | 
social trend cause much of the wn- 
happiness of the time. but the 
present’ volume is limited to per- 
sonal problems of adjustment. 

The publisher's blurbster assures 
the prospective reader, quite in the 
mood of the day, that “Russell of- 
fers no sops, no cultish  soporif- 
ics’’ to his suffering patients, but 
gets right down to brass tacks and 
sticks to common sense. But is it 
not barely possible that a wiser, 
mellower, less cocksure time, hav- 
ing outlived the now prevalent su- 
perstition as to the all-sufficing 
nature of the five animal senses, 
may come to realize that human 
consciousness, being as it is, must 
always, in one form or another, 
have what we now scornfully reject

There are many kinds of chow- 
ders, though to some people men- 
tion of the term brings up the pic- 
ture of clam chowder only. 

Even this picture will vary de- 
pending on the section they live in, 
or perhaps the kind their ancestors 
were used to. For New Englanders 
have one definition of clam chow- 
der and New Yorkers quite an- 
other. Corn chowder, parsnip 


chowder, that made from potatoes, 
from any kind of fish, from shrimp 
or clams—each of these is hearty, 
wholesome and delicious, and with 
a green salad makes a very satis- 
factory meal. 

In the New York style chowder 
the clams are pretty well disguised 
under tomatoes and seasonings. In 
the New England dish, clams, milk, 
potatoes and salt pork are the main 
ingredients and the clam flavor 
predominates. Here are some re- 
cipes for several kinds of these 
nourishing fall soups. and in quan- 
tities that will serve two to four 


people. 
Clam Chowder. 

One and a half dozen large 
clams will be needed. Have these 
opened, and be sure to save all the 
juice. Pour one cup cold water 
over the clams, and then strain the 
water and juice together through a 
fine strainer. Cut the hard part of 
the clams into small bits, or chop 
them. Leave the soft parts whole 
and keep then. separate. 

Cut a slice of fat salt pork into 
small dice and fry inea soup ket- 
tle until beginning to brown. Add 
one medium sized onion, sliced and 
cook until yellow. Then add the 
strained clam juice, one cup diced 
potatoes and the chopped clams. 
Cook slowly until the potatoes are 
tender, or for about 25 minutes. 
Then add the soft part of the 
clams and reheat-to the boiling 
point. Next add one and one-half 
cups milk and two tablespoons but- 


‘ter blended with, two tablespoons 


Season with one-half tea- 
spoon salt, or more according to 
taste, and a little pepper. Serve 
very hot with hard crackers. 
Chowder, New York Siyle. 
Use one-half dozen large clams, 
pick over to remove any bits of 
shell, and cut off the hard part of 
the clams. Chop these and leave 
the soft part whole. Cut a slice of 
fat salt pork in dice and fry until 
beginning to brown, then add a 
large sliced onion, the clam juice, 
one cup water, two cups tomatoes, 
one cup diced potatoes, one-fourth 
cup diced celery, one-half  tea- 
one teaspoon salt 
and a little pepper. Cover and 
cook for 25 minutes or until the

COLD ROAST LAMB 
MAKES TASTY DISHES 


Second-Day Main Dishes Easily 
Prepared From Leftover 
Baked Cuts. 


On account of the extreme popu- 
larity of roast lamb this season, 
many housekeepers, on Monday 
morning, find the remains of a 
roast leg or shoulder of lamb in 
the refrigerator. 

As a general thing, leftover 
baked lamb makes dainty and de- 
licious second-day main dishes. , 

Housewives will find these three 
dishes have great appetite appeal. 


Ragout of Lamb. 

Cut the meat from the remains 
of a roastlamb. Put the bones in a 
sauce pan with a sliced onion, a 
small carrot, a teaspoon of salt and 
one quart of water. Cover and 
boil slowly for an hour. 

Cut the meat in small even size 
pieces, sprinkle with flour, salt 
and pepper and brown in three ta- 
blespoons of melted fat. 

Then add the strained lamb broth 
that has been made from the bones, 
one-half cup finely diced carrots, 
one dozen tiny white onions, one 
tablespoon chopped parsley. Cover 
and cook slowly for 40 minutes. 

Next add one cup of cooked peas 
and one-half cup sliced fresh or 
canned mushrooms. Thicken the 
gravy with two tablespoons flour 
mixed with a little cold waten If 
necessary, add a little kitchen bou- 
quet to give a good color. 

Serve with boiled rice or noodles. 

Tempting Lamb Dish. 

Cut slices from a roast of lamb 
and on each slice lay a spoonful of 
stuffing, made with bread crumbs, 
beaten egg, butter, salt and pepper, 
sage and summer. savory. Roll up 
slices and pin with little skewers or 
toothpicks. Put a little butter and 
water in the baking pan, place in it 
the rolled slices and bake in a hot 
oven about ten minutes, basting 
several times. 

When done, thicken the gravy, 
pour it over the meat, garnish with 
parsley and serve on a hot platter. 

Curried Lamb With Rice. 

Cut lamb into pieces for serving. 
Place meat in a large kettle, cover 
with boiling water, add one bay 
leaf, two small onions, sliced; six 
peppercorns, one teaspoon chopped 
parsley; cover anid simmer until 
tender, about two hours. Remove 
the meat, strain stock into another 
pan and thicken it with four table- 
spoons flour combined with one- 
half teaspoon curry powder and 
water to mdke a paste. Cook the 
gravy until thickened, add salt and 
pepper to taste and serve the meat 
on a hot platter with a border of 
steamed rice. Garnish with parsley.

The fillets of fish that may be 
bought all prepared and wrapped 
in parchment paper are convenient 
ror this. One fillet weighing 
about half a pound will be needed.

Parsnip Chowder. 

This is an old-fashioned dish that 
will be relished by those who like 
the flavor of parsnips. Scrape 
young parsnips and chop enough to 


supply of vegetables, if good health 
is to be maintained. And by a 
plentiful supply, is meant two 
vegetables each day besides pota- 
toes, and generous servings of 
them. 

One of these vegetables should 
be green, and it may be raw. while 
the other may be chosen from the 
list of root vegetables. The green 
ones, and those that may be eaten 
raw, include cabbage, kale, spin- 
ach, chard, asparagus, beet tops, 
turnip greens, endive, celery, broc- 
coli green peas and beans, raw car- 
rots, onions, lettuce romaine. 


Stuffed Peppers. 
The peppers for dinner that 
night may be stuffed with a mix- 
ture of boiled rice, shrimp and 
tomato. For four peppers allow 
one and one-half cups boiled rice, 
one cup fresh cooked or canned 
shrimp and one-half cup chopped 
tomato. Season with salt, pepper, 
one-follrth teaspoon curry powder 
and one-half teaspoon grated lem- 
on rind. Stuff the peppers ana 
bake in a covered pan for 40 to 50 
minutes or until tender.

INCOMES FORCE 
WIVES TO WORK 


HILE women workers often 
W have been agcused of taking 

jobs that-coyld be filled -by 
men who needed them, most wage - 
earning mothers, work because 
their husbands not make 
enough money to’. support their 
families decently. 
”~ A. gtudy of 550 mothers en- 
gaged in wage-earning occupations 
in Cleveland, O., discloses, the de- 
partment of labor says, that .a 
large majority work because of 
economic necessity. 

In .295 cases the husbands were 
living with their wives, 119 women 
were widows, 62 were divorced and 
46 had been deserted. 


institutions. 

Of the 295 women whose hus- 
bands were living at home, 187 
said that their reason for going to 
work was the insufficient income 
of the husbands. 

Personal preference was the rea- 
son of 34 while the husbands of 
33 were fll and the husbands of 26 
were jobless, 

In 80 per cent of the eases 
where insufficient income was 
given as the reason, the husbands 
received less than $30 a week. 
The families studied averaged 2.3 
children. 

Most of the 550 women were do- 
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In 13 cases the husbands were in| 
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ing fulltime work away from home, 
with 249 of them in domestic work 
or personal service. 

Factories gavé employment to 
224 others, 51 were saleswomen in 
stores, 17 were office workers, six 
were in professional occupations 
and 45 were employed at night. 

More than half of all the women 
did all of the laundry work them- 
selves. Fifty mothers sent the 
children to a nursery while they 
worked, $9 had them cared for at 
home py relatives or friends and 
183 said nobody took care of them.
